Winner of the 2004 Sir Emest MacMillan Memorial Foundation Award, the Lloyd Carr-Harris String 
Quartet has quickly established itself among the most respected young quartets in Canada. Formed in 
2002, its members have all received scholarships from the Lloyd Carr-Harris Foundation for the 
continuation of their studies at McGill University. After learning the tradition of string quartet playing 
through Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven, the LCHSQ has ventured into the world of Canadian 
composer Brian Cherney. Seduced by the performance of his String Quartet No.3, Cherney honored 
the LCHSQ with an invitation to record three of his string quartets for McGill Records with the 
notable sound recording engineer Martha de Francisco. 


After a special appearance at the Lanaudiére International Festival in the spring of 2004, the Lloyd 
Carr-Harris Quartet undertook their first tour to Europe where they were invited to open the Les Amis 
de la Musique concert series in Chamonix, France, followed by three performances at the 
CasalMaggiore International Festival in Italy. Violinist Emmanuel Vukovich was recently awarded 
the Orford String Quartet scholarship award by the Ontario Arts Council.
